This is a partial reprint of an article printed in Suicide (An-^y Cook's zine) 
written by Hartwig prior to his becoming President of the IPA-NA. The first 
portion of the article was about the history of the IPA-NA and the second half 
was on the future of the IPA-NA. It is this portion that I am re-printing. 

...I believe that the IDA should be accomplishing the following; 

1. The President should be organizing, and overseeing the other councilmen. 
(And women — should that ever occur. ) He should also be reporting to the 
members in each issue of Diplo macy Review . 

2. The Ombudsman (Vice President and IDA Arbitrator) should, be settling hobby 
disputes and should be trying to keep D i p lomacy World and Avalon Hill inform- 
ed on IDA projects. This would include articles for these magazines (PW 

and the Ge neral ) if the Editors and Publishers agreed. 

3. The Treasurer should submit an audit for publication in Di p l o m acy Review 
and should inform members iinmediatley upon receipt of their checks. 

4. The Special Projects Editor should decide on his project early and attempt 
to have it completed by DipCon XII. After that, he could produce another 
project, or help someone with their duties, perhaps taking over the 
Treasurer's duty of informing new members. 

5. The Periodicals Editor should publish his six issues of Dipl omacy Review , 
keep hobby members up-to-date on Councillproceedings, publish the Pres. 
reports -and- the— I'reasiirfir Vs audit, and could possibly incorporate the 
Publisher's relation project in with this. 

6. The Canadian Representative should attempt to help out by restablishing 
relations with overseas Diplomacy organizations, forward i- a eas from 
C~na"ian members, and could possibly help with the Canadian and. overseas 
areas of the census. 

7. Th 3 U.S. Representative should finish the Census, and then could work on 
a U.S. Novice Project for hobby newcomers. He should conduct the Census 
at least biennially (perhaps annually if this is possible) or turn the 
rroject over to anyone else willing to undertake the task. 

These duties, should also include the publication and distribution of 
the Constitution to all present and future members, as well as the President 
conducting Council votes through the Council Jlcurier. The Council Cour ier 

should come out every two weeks, with bills submitted one issue, debated 
over the next, and voted on immediately 1 month after their presentation.

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EDITORIAL 

To Stab: 

I am so sick and tired of the word stab I The word seems to stem from 
the phrase to "stab in the back." But the use of the word has become so vogue 
that it has no meaning in Diplomacy. I have heard the word stab used to mean 
to attack in 1901, to attack a neutral country, even to attack someone who 
is attacking you! 2! I have been under the understanding that the Stab was 
a move whereby two countries are allied for two, three years and then one country 
without provication attacks his ally from the rear to gain new territories. 
So as to "stab in the back" his unsuspecting ally. 

I am sure that some of you are saying so what. What difference does a 
word make? Simple, there are quite a few new comers to Diplomacy and when they 
speak to the old-timers they hear that the "Stabber" is some dreadful person 
with no social redeeming values; Then in their first game the first person 
to fall under is calling the new player a "stabber." May be it was just because 
he attacked tha loosing without any reason, but the point is maybe he didn't 
stab, maybe he was just playing a standard war style game and now he is a 
stabber (or at least he was called so» and tie begins to believe it.) He may 
ask the player why he called him a stabber and the player will reply 
that since they both had corresponded then any attack would be considered a 
stab. Some people do think this way. The new player then gets into another 
game and writes no one so he won't be considered a stabber and he looses miser- 
ably and quits the hobby altogether. I have noticed a trend towards not writing 
something to the other players. My feeling it is because of the above reason. 

So to clear the air I make two statements: 
1 - EVERYONE* WHO PLAYS DIPLOMACY IS A STABBER {that is according to the 1977 
version of the word.) 

2. EVERY COUNTRY, NO MATTER HOW CLOSELY YOU ARE ALLIED, IS A POTENTIAL ENEMY. 

In a game of seven people, somebody has to lose and someone has to win. 
The point of the game is to win (or draw) and to avoid being defeated and to 
do so you must attack someone sooner or later so, if by the most recent use of 
the word, I AM A STABBER. There I've said it. But remember so are YOU. 

I'M SICK OF THAT WORD. 

((A note I had better add quickly. I wrote this not because I have been called 
a stabber, but because of the flagrant use of the word by a few and I wanted 
to warn some of the newer players not to be too concerned with the word. Just 
go and have fun and do what you wish.— JHJ) )
